SYRACUSE QUARTER 
NEAR DEATH IN GAME 

Harry Herbert; star quarterback of 
the Syracuse University football team 
who played a brilliant game against 
McGill on Molson Stadium November 
S and was largely responsible for the 
scoring of both touchdowns of the 
Orange, nearly met death in a serious 
accident during the game against Col- 
gate on Saturday. Towards the end 
of the tirst half he had pounced upon 
a loose ball and while he was lying 
on the ground one of the Colgate 
backs rushed madly upon him, land- 
ing on his head. Herbert was car- 
ried off the field in an unconscious 
condition to the hospital, where it was 
learned that a vertebra in his neck 
had been fractured. He also suffered 
a broken collar bone and a dislocat- 
ed shoulder. The plucky quarterback 
did not regain consciousness for 
twenty-four hours, when a speedy 
operation was performed to save his 
life. He is still in a critical condition 
and if he recovers it is feared paraly- 
sis may result.

ASSISTANCE 

Students' Society Hears Plight 
of Europeans 

RELIEF PLANNED 



$350,000 to Be Raised in 
America 



A special meeting of the Students So- 
ciety was held yesterday afternoon. 
Some fifty students were present in the 
Union when the meeting was called to 
order by the president, Jack Copeland, 

The business on hand, was to consider 
whether the McGill students were in- 
terested in sending any aid to the Eu- 
ropean students in r wa'r-stncken""arcas. 
Mr. Chambers has been sent specially to 
Montreal to outline the policy of the 
organization which has this undertak- 
ing in hand. Copeland, before introduc- 
ing him, spoke briefly of the support 
given this movement last year by the S. 
C. A. of McGill, and of the special need 
for increased help this fall. 

Mr. Chambers explained within a very 
short time just how the required funds 
will be disposed of. He said that the 
World's Student Christian Federation 
has launched a campaign for $600,000, 
to be raised in twenty countries for the 
benefit of destitute students in twelve 
of the Europeans countries. $250,000 ol 
this sum will be collected from Great 
Britain and Europe, while the remain- 
der will some from the American and 
Canadian Universities. Last year $600,- 
000. was obtained from colleges in this 
manner, and it is hoped that this mark 
will be surpassed in 1921. 

Relief will be administered impartial- 
ly, without regard to race, nationality or 
creed. It will not be given unless it is 
actually imperative, and self support 
will be encouraged in every way. 

The distressing conditions of college 
men in some parts of the Continent, was 
clearly pointed out by Mr. Chambers. 
Thousands have not -sufficient clothes 
to- dress decently, while standards of liv- 
ing are at the lowest ebb. If provision 
be supplied now, it is very probable that 
little relief of this nature will be es- 
sential in the future. This winter pro- 
fessors and men and women students 
will suffer as never before; if they are 
not adequately helped, the cause of edu- 
cation in these countries will suffer 
seriously. 

Copeland in drawing the meeting to 
a close stated that he had called this 
meeting because he considered that it 
was a subject for the students to decide 
and not the council, but since so tew 
took enough interest to attend, he had 
altered his opinion. This proposition will 
be brought up at the next meeting of 
the Students' Council and the issue de- 
cided.

Bi-Lingualism in Canada Was 
Discussed 



FIRST MEETING 



Hector Daly Reads Interesting 
Paper — Discussion 
Follows 



Total success crowned the initial 
meeting of the Cercle Français last 
night at Strathcona Hall.- Hector 
Daly of the Faculty of Law read a 
most interesting paper upon the "Ad- 
vantages of Bi-lingualism in Canada" 
and a 'heated discussion followed. 

Mr. Daly exposed his subject in 
mastcdy fashion. He called the at- 
tention of the audience to the fact 
that he would deal with conditions in 
Canada as they existed today and not 
as they should exist, implying that 
bi-lingualism -was an established con- 
dition in Canada and would always 
remain, "Fanatics are inclined to at- 
tack various doctrines without being 
well informed upon them, and in the 
same frame of mind are attacks di- 
rected against bi-lingualism," he de- 
clared, and in a philosophical attitude 
remarked "if we judge a man by his 
speech, we must judge a nation by 
its language." 

, Then he exposed the outstanding 
characteristics and distinctive advan- 
tages of the French mentality and 
those of the English which when com- 
bined formed the superiority of bnlin- 
gualism. The French have clearness, 
are devoted to the development of 
ideas, and have keen precision; the 
English are noted for their practical 
methods and far-sightedness. Bi-lin- 
gualism means these two combined- 
English talent added to French tal- 
ent. 

Moreover there is the national ad- 
vantage; for the moment that the 
French language -was suppressed, the 
road to annexation with the United 
States was an open highway. Politi- 
cal history, he arftued, revealed that 
fact. He. explained that the regret- 
ful friction which existed between 
some English and French sections 
was due to the shameful ability of 
politicians in stirring antagonistic at- 
titudes for political purposes. The

Delta Sigma Society Debate 
Held Yesterday 

The meeting of the Delta Sigma So- 
ciety was held yesterday afternoon in 
the Common Room. The president, Miss 
Ruth Shatford occupied the chair. The 
minutes of the last meeting were read 
by the. Secretary, Miss Katherine Daw- 
son, and the president then announced 
the subject of the debate: "Resolved that 
People nowadays are too Sentimental."

The affirmative sneaker, Wss 
Elizabeth MacPartlin, endeavored to re- 
fute these arguments, and introduced 
her points, treating especially with the 
sentimentality in the theatre, (especially 
the movies, where she showed it was 
the sentimental plays that drew the 
c-owds) in literature, and tn societv. 
Miss Joan Foster, of the negative side, 
refuttd some of these arguments, and 
pni'ccV.l to show, ir. -i competent way 
that people are not too sentimental, con- 
cluding with a quotation from a speech 
made by General Dyer, at the Canadian 
Club a short time ago. Miss Weibel 
then had five minutes refute, as' far as 
possible, the arguments of her oppo- 
nents. After the close of the debate, the

COLLEGE STUDENT 

FLIES AIRPLANE 

"Verily, times have changed!" Who, 
a few years ago, would have prophesied 
that college students would come to use 
the airplane as a means of travel to 
and from the campus? 

The Leland Stanford campus is fami 
liar now with the droning hum of a 
plane overhead. The machine is owned 
and piloted by Bernard J. Birnie, '25, 
jwho entered Stanford in the summer 
quarter. Birnie has been in the flying 
game since 1909, and has known men in- 
timately whose names are immcmorable 
in the history of aviation ; Hoxcy, Bea 
çhy, Johnsopj Martin, Curtiss and 
others. -Wlrcrf- asked why he was still 
alive his reply, was short but full of a 
world of history: "I never did stunt 
flying in the old-style ships." Birnie is 
using a plane of the Curtiss army train- 
ing type, JN 4. . 

While traveling in Europe before 
aviation became a success Birnie was 
interested in the fore-runner of the 
modern airplane, the glider. After tliis 
type of machine was equipped with en- 
gines he learned to fly and before (he 
war was a 'pioneer-pilot on the West 
coast, carrying passengers and entering 
in exhibit-ion meets. During the war 
Birnie was one of the famous dollar-a- 
year men, and was instructor at the 
main training center in France. Al- 
though never badly hurt in a plane he 
had the! ill luck to be thrown from the 
top of a hangar in France and seriously 
injured. His recovery has^ccn slow 
but he is once more in the game. 

Birnie is majoring in mechanical en- 
gineering preparatory to taking up 
aeronautical engineering at Boston Uni-

Seniors Whitewash M.S.C. in 
Fast Game 



LARGE AUDIENCE 



Intermediates Win Closely 
Contested Match with 
M.S.C. Seconds 



The senior polo game against 
M.S.C. in the Central "Y" tank last 
night opened 'before a large crowd. 
Throughout the game, interest ran 
high, and the spectators found every 
minute crowded with excitement. 
Play was fast and keen, and although 
M.S.C. played hard, McGill had a 
slight edge during the entire game, 
and merit the victory of five to noth- 
ing. 

Play started with McGrll in the 
shallow water. Fish .promptly shot, 
but missed. There was a minute's 
fast play around centre when Fisk 
shot again and scored the first goal. 
Play stayed around centre with a con- 
stant tendency to the M.S.C. goal. 
McGill was playing aggressively nad 
checking perfectly, keeping ahead of 
their opponents. Walton made sev- 
eral excellent stops. With about half 
the period gone, a sharp tussle de- 
veloped in front of M.S.C. goal and 
Fisk put in the second -g-oal. Dur- 
ing the remainder of the period play 
was even. Both teams played real 
polo, with McGill showing some ex- 
cellent combination. M.S.C. were 
pressing hard, but were not being 
given the opportunity for effective 
shooting. 

The second period opened with 
M.S.C. again defending the deep 
end. Fisk shot, and was followed by 
a shot by V'crnot, both of which Wal- 
ton stopped excellently.

Science Champions of Inter- 
Faculty League 

TWO ROUGES WIN 



Battling in Field of Snow 
Science Displays Power- 
ful Attack 



BRILLIANT GRAD. 
WRITES FROM ENG. 

Dean Adams Receives Com- 
munication from 
Miss Douglas 

Dean Adams of the Faculty of ap- 
plied Science recently received the fol- 
lowing communication from Miss Allie 
V. Douglas. Miss Douglas graduated in 
the faculty of Arts, the year before 
last, with great distinction and was then 
appointed as Demonstrator in Physics 
and took the degree of Master of Sci- 
ence. Miss Douglas then left for Cam- 
bridge to engage in research wprk in 
physics. 

Now that the Michaelmas term has 
fully commenced I want to send ydji a 
few lines to tell you how very much I 
am enjoying, the life here. In the first 
place, however, I must tell you how 
much pleasure the great bunches of 
flowers which I received at Quebec 
gave to me and to many, others. They 
filled the porthole. . shelf; ;of the state 
room corridor throughout the- voyage as 
well as brightening up a corner of the 
dining saloon, and three or four buds 
were just coming out beautifully when 
we arrived in Liverpool, so I brought 
them to London and four days later to 
Cambridge. We were in very comfort- 
able rooms during the summer, over- 
looking the Cam. and Jesus College 
Green. I began at once in the Laboratory 
on a problem suggested to me by Sir 
Ernest Rutherford on the heat emitted 
by certain of the radio-active elements 
I spent nearly every morning and after- 
noon in the lab. and in the long light 
evenings we canoed up and down the 
river through tlvc beautiful college- 
grounds. There was nothing going 0» 
at Newnham College during the sum- 
mer except their jubilee garden party 
in July at which the Hon. A. J. Bal 
four made an address. I was very glad 
of the opportunity of hearing him. 

The Lab. closed during September, 
so we went for a holiday to Hunstan- 
ton-011-thc-Wash, a very quiet interest 
ing place with fine green 'sand and chalk 
cliffs and a beautiful sandy beach; also 
lovely walks and cycle rides back into 
the downs and through the Sandring- 



ham grounds. My brother had come 
over just at that time to go on' the 
"Quest" with Sir Ernest Shackleton, so 
I spent a week in London with him and 
saw the boat sail on Sept. 17th. 

Now we are settled for the winter in 
convenient apartments, and I expect to 
have a most interesting term. T go to 
Newnham every Wednesday at 7 P. M. 
to dinner and meet some of the other 
science students in various departments, 
as well as the College tutors and Fel- 
low?. Once or twice a week I go over to 
play tennis for an hour after lunch, 
and occasionally I shall be there to a 
meeting of sonic kind in the evening. 
Last night I spent about two hours in 
the small observatory at Newnham, 
helping one of the girls to adjust the 
telescope," and show enthusiastic under- 
graduates the eclipse. About 10.30 I had 
the privilcdge of going to the Cambridge 
Observatory where Prof. A. G. Edding- 
ton was showing a few of his own stu- 
dents the same thing through the large 
reflecting telescope. I am taking a short 
course of lectures from him and will 
spend one afternoon a week at the ob- 
servatory studying the equipment and 
methods. It will be most enjoyable. I 
am also taking lectures from Sir Ernest 
Rutherford and one of the junior Fel- 
lows of Trinity and, apart from my 
regular research work and kindred sub- 
iccts. T am going once a week to hear 
Dr. Prior, the Sladc Professor, whose 
lectures on Life and Art (the record of 
Civilization from 500 1500. A. D. in 
Europe as shown by the Church Archj- 



Bcforc the largest crowd that ever 
witnessed an interfaculty contest at Mc- 
Gill, and in one of the most gruelling 
struggles seen 011 the campus in many 
years, the powerful Science team after 
being held scoreless for three full per- 
iods and the greater part of the fourth, 
finally overcame the husky twelve re- 
presenting the faculty of Medicine by 
the score of 2-0. The Wood Cup cham- 
pionships' game was playel on a field 
covered with six or eight inriics Hi 
snow, and in consequence only a line 
plunging game could be resorted to. 
Long end runs were practically impos- 
sible, for the backs were unable to hold 
on the snow covered ball and passing 
was exceedingly dangerous. Time and 
again, the halves would make great 
gains through the line only to lose the 
ball 011 a fumble. Science seemed to be 
considerably handicapped by the wet 
ball for on several occasions they 
fumb'.i'd away their chan.'.'S of s.'orin^f. 

The teamwork of the Science aggre- 
gation was far superior to that of the 
Medical men ; their plays were carried 
out with snap, and the line charged well 
each man playing his position almost to 
perfection. The Engineers gained a gocd 
many yards on a line play which they 
had developed to a high degree oi pro 
ficiency; the left middle coming around, 
taking the ball from a halfback and hit- 
ting the right side of the line. Almond 
went through for repeated gains on 
this play. The halves also plunged 
through the line for -many yards and 
succeeded in making first down more 
than a dozen times. Joslin, Science 
center, played a beautiful defensive 
game ; he was always down the field 
under kicks and brought the runner 
down with sensational tackles. 

Captain Williamson, Hamilton and 
James showed up well for the Science 
team. 

Science kicked off, and -shortly after 
ward got possession of the ball, work- 
ing it down to the Med., fifteen yard 
line where they lost the ball on a fum 
ble. Boyle of Medicine punted out of 
danger. Science, throughout the period 
kept the pigskin in their opponents ter 
ritory but lost several opportunities to 
score by fumbling. T8ie Medical men 
were also unable to hold on to the leath- 
er, and the ball was changing hands con 
tinually. 

At the beginning of the second period 
Science was in possession at mid-field 
arid after several exchanges succeeded 
in marching down the field having the 
ball on the Med. 2 yard line, with half 
minute to play. Two smashes failed to 
gain, and instead of kicking for a point 
to place Science in the lead, Smith call 
cd for another buck which gained no 
ground. Boyle then kicked out of dan 
ger as the half ended. The first two 
periods were featured by numerous 
fumbles on both sides and by the- kick- 
ing of Boyle who by his long punts con- 
tinually kept the Medicine goal-line out 
of danger. 

In the sccohd half, Williamson's punt- 
ing improved and the ball was for the 
greater part in Medicine's territory, this 
goal-line, however, was not seriously 
threatened until the last few minifies of 
play when Williamson sent a long spiral 
over tTic line which was barely run out. 
Medicine lost the ball on their own 1 
yard line, on a fumble and Williamson, 
on the first down, wisely kicked over 
for a rouge. A moment later he again 
kicked over the goal line from forty 
yards out, and James with a fierce 
tackle brought the Medical back down, 
before he could cross the line.

McGILL RANKS 
HIGH IN RUGBY 

Defeated Harvard — Game 
Has Made Great Progress 

the godd or the fast girls? . 

The history of football at American 
colleges dates back just a- trifle over 
fifty years'. From its very crude begin- 
ning, the greatest of amateur sports has 
made more or less rapid progress until 
what may be considered the pinnacle was 
reached last Saturday when . over 
80,000 enthusiastic spectators crowded 
into the Yale Bowl at New Haven to 
witness the Princeton eleven go down 
before the savage bulldog attack in one 
of the most hotly contested battles ever 
fought on the American gridiron. 

The first game of intercollegiate foot- 
ball played in the United States, was the 
famous Princeton-Rtitgers coatcst of 
November, 6 1869. The Rutgers Targum 
contained an account of the game which 
was, in part, as follows: 

"On Saturday Princeton sent 25 pick- 
ed men to play our "25" a match game 
of football. The strangers came up at 
ten o'clock, and brought a good number 
of backers with them. After dinner and 
a stroll around town, during which bil- 
liards received a good deal of attention, 
the crowd began to assemble at the ball 
grounds. Grim-looking players were 
silently stripping, each surrounded by 
sympathizing friends, while around each 
captain was a little crowd, intent on 
saying as much as possible ... To des- 
cribe the varying fortune of the game 
would be a waste of time, for every goal 
was like the one before. There was the 
same headlong running, wild shouting 
and frantic kicking. We finally won 6 
çoals to 4. After the match the players 
had an amical "feed" together, and at 
eight o'clock our guests went home in 
high spirits, but thirsting to beat us next 
time." 

Could anything be farther from the 
present game of football, where high- 
salaried roaches gather their men to- 
gether early in September; put them 
through rigourous training for months, 
and play their games before crowds 
sometimes mounting as high as seventy- 
five and eighty thousand? 

Football in those old days was entire- 
ly different in form than the game of 
to-day — it was closer to what is known 
as "soccer." The ball was batted with the 
hands, head, feet, anything to get it 
along. There was very little team play, 
except in "nursing" the ball in a free 
field. 

All of the bigger colleges had their 
own rules, and, in consequence, refused 
to meet each other. Princeton's matches 
were with Stevens, Rutgers and Colum 
bia; Yale played only the New England 
colleges; while Harvard confined its' 
schedule to Tufts, All-Canada and Mc 
Gill University. McGill met the brim 
son squad in a number of hotly contest 
cd battles, staged alternately in Mont- 
real and Cambridge and the Red and 
White emerged' the winners on several 
occasions. 

Eventually, however, delegates from 
the various universities met, and arrang 
cd the new "Rugby" rules, under which 
'.here were fifteen men to a side. Tin 
first .match under these rules w;as play.- 
cd at Germantown, Philadelphia, . be- 
tween the University of Philadelphia 
and Princeton — which the latter college 
won by the score of 6 goals to 0. 

It was under these rules that Walter 
Camp, Yale '80, the most famous athletic 
authority in the United States laid the 
foundation of his remarkable career. It 
was only in his last days at the New 
Haven institution that the second period 
of the game developed. Previously the 
game was essentially "football" for 
kicking was the most important item in 
it. Its second phase developed the 
"scrimmage" though in a much less 
scientific style than todays 

There was still no thought of highly 
developed organization in preparing for 
?amcs such as there exists today. The 
players used to practice for an hour at 
noon; no training table existed; there 
were no graduate managers or coach- 
ing staff, trainers or rubbers. The men 
obeyed their captain, who picked tin 
players and stationed them where hi 
pleased. Under those conditions sucl 
mining was -sufficient. No college, could 
make a showing- to-day if it followed 
out those ancient idea's. 

In 1883 the system of scoring b 
points was introduced. A goal from 
touchdown counted six points ,a goal 
from field five, a touchdown without a 
goal two, and a safety by opponents 
(somewhat similar to the rouge in the 
Canadian game) one point. The report 
ers did not understand the system vcr> 
well and, in Conséquence, the newspaper 
accounts were seldom correct. 
^ At this time a general feeling against 
football as thoroughly brutal began to 
generate in the public mind. The Yale- 
Princeton game of 1884 has morp to do 
with this feeling than any other single 
occurence. And no wonder! 

".. .After a buck and pile-up, Captain 
Richards of Yale, was seen rolling on 
his back, clutching his breast and gasp- 
ing as though each breath would be his 
last. Peters, of Yale, and Adams, of 
Princeton, who looked like butchers in 
their blood-stained uniforms canned 
Richards to the sidelines. His thigh had 
been broken and he suffered other se- 
rious injuries. A few minutes later De 
Camp, of Princeton was carried with a 
dislocated arm. Then Toler, of Prince- 
ton slugged Marlin, a Yale substitute, 
so hard that Martin's. jaw was broken. 
Finally the game broke up in a violent 
dispute over a ruling of the umpire. 
One of the Yale players said afterward 
that every man on the field was covered, 
under his .clothing with plasters and ap- 
pliances for strain and rupture." 

That was the sort of football they 
played in the eighties!

The three years from 1888 to 1890, 
witnessed several great changes in the 
style of play: 1st. — The perfecting and 
general use of the "V" trick and the 
consequent contracting of the line. 2nd. 
— The development of interference for 
a runner. 3rd. — The bringing of one of 
the halfbacks into the line on the de- 
fensive. 4th. — The bringing up of backs 
close to the line on the offensive, thus 
doing away with long passes. 5th. — The 
use of interference in protecting a run- 
ner from behind. 

It was in thi^ period that two of the 
most famous football players that ever 
lived were developed— Hcfflefinger of 
Yale and Johnny Poe, of Princeton. 
Hcfflefinger is still looked on as the 
greatest guard of all time, and Johnny 
Poc, brother of Edgar A. is considered 
f— H aoono- o Na. . (t . ioltRd WAR 

There came a revulsion of feeling 
toward football. The public began [o 
take the game seriously. Over 40,000 
people packed Manhattan Field for the 
Princeton-Yale game of '93 — a contest 
that was entirely free from every objec- 
tionable feature. 
In a general way, the game after 1890 
gradual development changed from 
an individual one to one of teamwork. 
The old idea of one side of the line rest- 
ing while the other went into play was 
changed by making the entire eleven men 
a machine,, the failure of one part to 
roordinatc causing a collapse of the 
whole. 

"Interference," from the early nine 
ies until the present day, is considered 
in the States one of the most essential 
elements of football. Under a strict in- 
terpretation of the old Rugby rules 
Tiodern interference would he "off- 
side;" and foul. However, the officials 
: n those days were never sure of the 
rules, and quite a lot of "interference" 
was allowed. The rule in the Canadian 
game allowing interference for three 
vards ahead of the line of scrimmages 
''.oes not seem to have worked out satis- 
factorily; it is of the utmost difficulty 
for a back to judge the three yards ac- 
curately and as a result many plays are 
slowed up. The McGill team, this year, 
was the victim of many 15 yard pcnal- 
ies for infringement of this rule and 
were it not for the many yards lost in 
this manner, the final standing of the 
'•am might have been somewhat dif- 
ferent. 

Tt was not until '87 that Quarterback 
Dick Hodge developed the first organ- 
ised "interference", thought by most 
gridiron enthusiasts helow the border, 
to be one of the big steps forward in 
football. 

It is not necessary to go into details 
if \he modern ."open" game, hrcauic i! 
is so well known, the forward pass has 
done more to popularize football with 
the public that has no interest in any 
snecific college team than any other 
single factor. It has made the game 
faster, and more spectacular, and placed 
a premium on accuracy and speed. The 
'.•Id mass plays made it possible only for 
giants to play football with any degree 
of success. A little man, no matter how 
clever or fast, was swamped in an 
ocean of brawn. 

The contest with Syracuse on the 
5th of November, failed to impress the 
spectators with the "openness" of the 
game. The affray was a lincplunging 
duel throughout, but this was necessary 
owing to the poor condition of the 



field; open- field running and passing 
were under the circumstances almost 
impossible and many who saw the game 
for the first time were not well pleased 
with the rules. . 

The four down rule is also of compar- 
atively recent origin. The authorities 
were of the opinion that when the teams 
were evenly matched, it was too diffi- 
cult to gain the necessary ten yards in 
three downs and consequently the game 
would resolve itself into a kicking duel 
with the team possessed of the better 
punter having an advantage which their 
opponents could rarely overcome. They 
also found that a touchdown was a 
rather unusual also found that mza'.dc 
rather unusual occurrence, for it was 
practically impossible for a team to 
work its way down the field on straight 
plays, and accordingly the offensive 
team would be obliged to depend on ar 
opponents' fumble or same other break 
if they wanted to cross the enemy's 
goal line. Even under the four down 
rule yards are not made as often ar 
one might suppose. In the Yale-Prince- 
ton game last Saturday, old Nassau 
made vards only eight times, while the 
victorious Sons of Eli made but twelve 
first downs. 

Football is, at root, a college sport 
No matter how brilliantly a profession» 1 
team may play, there is not the color 
and vivid feeling behind it. The Phila- 
delphia Press commented in this wise 
on a Yale-Princeton game some year? 
ago: 

"As the great game of the Princeton 
-eason neared its end, and the sons of 
old Nassau saw victory slipping from 
'he grasp of their team, though there 
■vere tears in many eyes and sobs ir 
many voices, no man faltered. Follow- 
ing the swinging arms of the leaders 
-heer followed cheer, even while the 
Mue clad warriors pushed th; Tiger 1 
down the field... The relentless figure- 
the scoreboard stared the Ticers ir 
'he face, but the steady, deep pulsatin' 
of the 'locomotive' throbbed across the 

field And when the, game was ove- 

■he Princeton boys, cheeks stained wfft 
'ears and hats, in hand?, "fg husk:!.- 
Sut enthusiastically, "Old Nassau." 

No matter how wonderful the gn->->- 
!hev played no professional orgpnizatio' 
rot'tld stir a crowd so deeply, for eve*- 
the greatest of professional teams Via- 
•:ot the traditions made holy in thr 
smallest of colleges.
